The realistic Spanish novelist, Valdes, 


In one of his most popular stories ("Sis- 
:er San Suplice,"'translated by Nathan 
Haskell Dole) gives a description of a 
retired Spanish general's afternoon out 
which will illuminate many chivalrio 
incidents in Spanish life and aptly illus- 
trates the reckless daring and courage 
of which the average haughty don is 
liberally possessed. The scene is a sort 
of picnic grounds in the outskirts of 
Seville:

tbe people so emphatically declared m 
favor of the olBclion of Senators by 
popular vote, for candidates for the ti 
Senatorsbip to announce themselves 
before candidates for the Legislature 
are nominated that tbe people may 
have some voice m the selection of 
Senators. If this custom is observed, 
and it seems right that it should be, it 
will be definitely known ma fe*r weeks 
whether oitliei or both of the gentle- 
men named will be in tbe fight against 
Senator Stewart. 


Mr. Stewart and Mr. Newlands have 


been affiliated with the Silver party 
since its org<mization and both have 
ably advocated the principles for which 
the party contends iu Congress. Mr 
Cleveland left the Eepnblioan party 
and advocated the emotion of Bryan 
for tha Presidency in 1896. All are, 
presumably, of tbe same political faith 
,and if all are candidates will doubtless 
•i«k election by the Silver party. The 
gold men are hoping that ail three of 
them will compete lor tbe Senatorship 
and create dissensions in the Silver 
ranks that will enable them, tha gold 
men, to elect a S»u«tor wbo will vote 
with Mr. Ilauna on every question, 
eoonooiio and political, that may come 
before the Senate. 


Oifloial reports from Santiago are to 


tbe effect that ninety per cent of the 
American troops Jn that vicinity are 
unfit for duty. Gross incotupetency or 
unpardonable negligence ofi tbe part 
Of officers iu charge te alleged and H 
Congressional investigation will cer- 
tainly be made. Tuat our brave men 
should be unnecessarily massed in 
pestilential swamps until nine-tenths 
of thim nro prostrated with climatic 
fevers ia un unpardonable offense for 
which those who are responsible should 
be punisht-e severely. Colonel Boose- 
veil toe k the initiative in directing the 
attention of General Snafter^ to the 
condition of the troops, and the com- 
manders of brigades and divisions fol- 
lowed bis example.

public and providing a railroad which 
'oroed the opposing line to reduce tbe 
Care to the beach. His wealth is esti- 
mated at $4,000,000, but it'; is quite 
probable that after the various claim- 
ants come forward it will be sold and 
divided around so that much of the 
good work of the old o?an will ba lost 
,o those for whom it was Intended.
